That part of the work finished, he took a 
sharp knife and pared the new sole down at 
the sides until it exactly fitted with the old, 
and then dipping a little stiff brush into some- 
thing that looked like whiting he daubed it 
all around the edges and over the bottom, 
and after rubbing it over with a cloth, the 
she* was pronounced complete. 


BOMB rare COTM. 


Til* writer, during the above operations, 


asked many questions, and, as Sing had 
warmed into a pleasant and communicative 
mood, the following very interesting infor- 
mation regarding shoes -was gleaned: 


In China, where of course the greater por- 


tion of all the shoes, worn by Celestials in 
this country are made, there is an absence of 
tHH tanned leather, and it is for this all 
important rcaay.tbat the leather soled 
shoes are made so thick. If a thin layer of 
that poor leather were used the shoes would 
wear out in no time, and as they are rather 
expensive from a Celestial point of view a 
wearer of thin soled shoes would have a 
heavy I ill for foot wear to pay. It is for 
the sane reason that the uppers of all the 
shoes ai e made of cloth, for there is very lit- 
tle of the thin, ornamental leather in the 
country, and as the Chinese are not very 
progressive they would never think of im- 
porting that very useful article so as to make 
their shoes more durable. 


Of the cloth tops there are many varieties, 


although by far the greater percentage of 
Chinamen wear those of black silk or cotton, 
ornamented with embroideries of different 
sorts. The designs upon them take many 
forms, and somo of the more elaborate of the 
sabots cost as high as $13 or $15 a pair, while 
those worn by the rich mandarins in China 
are even more en ensive than that. An or- 
dinary pair of shoes, however, can be pur- 
chased for about $S, and it is only the well tc 
do merchants or laundry men or the Celestial 
dudes who buy the more expensive sorts. 


Chinese dudes, by the way, often wear 


shoes the uppers of which are made of blue, 
purple or red satin or silk embroidered with 
some other contrasting color, but these, as a 
rule, are sent to them direct from China, 
where some sweetheart or living almond eyed 
wife has worked on them for many days, so 
that her absent lord may cat a dash among 
the swells of Chinatown. 


The shoes with felt soles oro much more 


popular tnan the other, and it is thought by 
the wearers of them that they last longer and 
look better than those made of leather. The 
soles are also easier to whiten, and this is a 
great point in their favor. 


The Tartar ladies, who do not follow the 


custom of Chinese ladies of rank in cramping 
their feet, wear the same sort of shoes as the 
men, but the soles are made thicker. 


The only reason Sing could give why the 


soles of the shoes were sewed all the way 
across was that if the felt or leather used 
was sewed only around the edge, it would 
warp out of all reasonable shape on the first 
wetting. 
There are also Chinese slippers that are 


quite a novelty in their way and very cheap. 
They are made of either woven straw or 
bamboo, with flat soles, no heels or counters, 
and resemble what are known in New Eng- 
land as slipshotU 
In the front, beneath the 


woven bamboo, are placed strips of different 
olorvd paper, which have quite a good effect 
Boston Globe.

The rooms are large, and altogether it is on 
quite an extensive scale. It has been built 
several times sera-al sizes smaller and at a 
orach less cost From the large ball one can 
go into the parlor, sitting room and dining 
room.

The pantry, china closet and kitchen are as 


conveniently fitted as the experience of those 
interested would feuggest. The kitchens and 
-intnesof the plans which have appeared 
n om time to time have been folly described. 
The idea in all is the same. The require- 
ments are no different in an expensive house 
than in one less expensive, Labor caving de- 
vices are even more necessary in a cheaper 
house than in one-which is more expensive, 
though it usually happens that the owners of 
more expensive buildings are better prepared 
to equip themselves with a complete arrange- 
ment than those who have to do frith the 
more modern structures. 


The idea in all these kitchen plans is that it 


and its annexes of china closet and kitchen 
pantry term'the workrooms of the boose, and 
as such should be treated from a labor saving 
standpoint The saving of one step in the 
performance of a single operation will save a 
hundred when the performance of that opera- 
tion is multiplied by this number.

These should be adjacent to the 
kitchen range. In the pantry shelves and 
Srawers, a dough board and a place for a re-

A very nice arrangement to add to an or- 


dinary panty is a cooler set into the wall 
which projects to the ontsxlo. It is a lat- 
ticed box covered with data and wire on the 
inside. In it may be placed cooked food to 
:ool or food which it is desirable to keep cool 
during coid weather. The slats protect the 
articles from view from the outside, and the 
wire screen protects it from flies during the 
summer On the inside is a door which separ- 
ates the cooler from the inside of the room. 


The second floor arrangement of this 


building suits the requirements of the people 
who occupy the honsa. An additional room 
could be provided in place of a store room, 
and the attic be used fcr that purpose. The 
slosetsinall rooms are of large size and the 
entire arrangement liberal The back bed- 
rooms ore separated from those in front, 


Quite a chapter might be written about 


attics. In the minds of many housekeepers 
in attio a "a place to put things." Often- 
times in houses which are measurably well 
eared for in the lower floors the attio Is in a 
(earful state of disorder.

STUDY OF NEWSPAPER "ADS." 


Where to IVook for Butane*,

It la a time honored practice with the 


professional humorist to raise the neces- 
sary laugh by twitting women with a 
preference for the advertisements over 
the news columns of the daily journals. 
Give one of the sex a paper, they say, 
and she will Immediately rivet her atten- 
tion on the advertisements. Granting, 
for the sake of argument, that there is a 
substratum of truth in this qulp.it yet 
remains debatable ground whether 01 
not she does not show a superior wisdom 
to those who give priority of perusal to 
the cablegrams, the law reports, the par- 
liamentary debates, thti political speeches 
of the leaders. 


Advertisements, property* 


pan out richly in all &• 
necessary for entertaining reading— in 
instruction, In romance, in pathos, in 
freshness of ideas and in humor, which 
being frequently unintentional, is by no 
means leea amusing on that account. In- 
deed, many of the comic paper* contain 
testimony tp-the fact that their compos- 
en have discovered gold mines in the 
mass of wants— sometimes curious ne- 
cessities curiously expressed— which are 
daily set forth in their apportioned space 
in the journals of the country. The 
agony column is notoriously worth 
watching, but the mysterious messages 
conveyed through that medium do not 
by any means monopolize all the ro- 
mance of the advertisements nor all the 
humor. 


It is sad, if the reader be sentimental 


or diverting, if he or she be callous tc 
the exquisite emotions of the tender cor- 
respondents, to hear from "Rosa Blush' 
that time will not change her love, and 
that the fragrance of it "remains as a 
sweet odor, and as the breath of life;" 01 
that "Violet" intends to meet her "evei 
loving Gaiters at the dear old haunt 
when the clock strikes ten." But there 
are sterner romances than these, oi 
which glimpses are frequently obtained 
among the small type announcements 
which are so frequently skipped by the 
reader. The romance of the fortune 
hunter is there, and many of the mis- 
deeds ot daring criminals are exposed to 
the views of readers of "ads" by the 
police announcements. 


The reading of advertisements more so 


than the perusal of any other part of the 
newspaper draws one into the bus; 
marts of life, jostles one against the 
crowd, touches one with pity or repel* 
one with greed; brings one into sharp 
contact with sharp men, who are con- 
sparing in some deep plot to betray, de- 
ceive or defraud some trusting person; 
and shows one love, misery, ambition 
and despair in all their phases, supply- 
ing one with the keynote to a hundred 
dramatic situations. If one is interested 
in the world of inventions, it is in the 
advertising column that the earliest 
knowledge is obtainable of the most re- 
cent device, fror$ the latest improve- 
ment of a domestic or culinary utensil to 
so remarkable an invention as that re- 
cently announced for the especial bene- 
fit of yachtsmen, namely, "aerial yachts, 
ship formed, navigable balloons, propul- 
sion and steering perfect, powerful and 
facile, capable of accommodating from 
two to twenty persons." 


The column for "houses and apart- 


ments" shows a rim and fall of fortune, a 
bringing together or separation of friends 
— perhaps families — maybe lovers. No 
end of romance may attach to a lost um- 
brella, and the steps necessary for it res- 
toration. An auction sale announce- 
ment may be significant of the dissolu- 
tion of some old family, or the downfall 
of a great man. The "wanted situa- 
tions" column is full of pathetic stories, 
curtly narrated— three line tales of pri- 
vation, struggle, despair, heroism and 
long suffering. The advertisements of 
silks and laces, rare flowers and costly 
jewels, tell of gayety and wealth. 


The announcements of the toy shops 


conjure up a thousand fanciesof childish 
recollection and enjoyment; and the 
lawyers' welcome notices of something 
to one's advantage, "if this should meet 
the eye," suggest many a pleasant theme 
of patient waiting and cheerful endur- 
ance being at length rewarded by a 
kindly request. The nature of legacies, 
too, as disclosed by tell tale "ads," is an 
interesting field for observation, and one 
cannot help smiling at the endeavors of 
a legatee to dispose of such inheritances 
as old family heirlooms, precious to the 
testator, but despised by the disappointed 
heir. 


To the humane the advertising columns 


offer many inducements for perusal 
How pleasant for them to turn from the 
police court records of brutality to dumb 
animals to the distressed prayers of be- 
reaved masters and mistresses who have 
lost some feline or canine pet, and to 
read, for instance: "Two pounds reward. 
Strayed from No. — Prince of Wales 
terrace, a white Pomeranian dog, old 
and nearly blind; the hair on the back 
of his neck worn away." Almost every 
announcement discloses some view of 
human nature or awakens a material in- 
terest. 


It is pretty safe to say tbat in the ad- 


%ertisementsof one issue of a London 
daily there is more exciting mystery 
than hi a novel by Wilkie Collins. Take 
the following; "Between September to 
middle November, 1888. Lady about 80, 
gentleman, 36, lunched out nearly every 
day, except Sunday; food, probably fish 
and ton I; drink, red wine or champagne. 
Real information rewarded. For inter- 
view address," etc. To people weary of 
chess problems or business plans, what a 
fine exercise for the ingenuity is provid- 
ed by such an announcement, and the 
motive for which such curious informa- 
tion is desired.— London Standard.*
